The example we offer above 
was discovered at the Long Beach convention in 1989 by 
Walter Breen. The owner of the piece at the time was a local 
commercial dealer who had it displayed unattributed in a 
case of other low grade common type coins. As was his habit 
at this time Walter asked to see the piece took out one of 
his lavender tipped pens and began making detailed notes 
on the coin in one of the small notepads he always carried 
with him. After examining it, making notes then reexamining 
with the small plastic magnifying lens'he wore on a string 
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around his neck making more notes then examining it again. 
He finally handed the coin back to the dealer and began to 
walk away without saying anything further. This whole time 
the dealer had been nervously fidgeting, agitated at the 
thought that one of his lowly coins was being so closely 
examined by Walter Breen! Who knew what untold riches 
awaited him! When Walter started to walk away the dealer 
stopped him, asking about the coin. How rare was it ? What 
was it worth? Walter informed him that it was a rare Sheldon 
variety but that he no longer put values on coins. Which 
was true for at this point in time after many a disappointing 
experience Walter had' forsworn buying and selling coins. 
Thus the'coin went back into the dealer's case. An hour 
or two later your present cataloguer discovered the same 
coin still lying in the same case. While examining it I was 
was told Walter Breen had seen it already and that it was 
rare. My more mercenary attempt to purchase the coin was 
rebuffed. " No, I want to offer it to Walter first." So I 
tracked down Walter on the bourse floor offering to split 
the profit on the coin if Walter would act as purchasing 
agent. Of course this whole time Walter and I were 
discussing the logistics of the coin's purchase and the 
curious circumstances of its discovery, the meter was 
running on the price! By now the dealer was convinced he 
owned owned part of the lost treasure of Tutankhamen. After 
some routine shenanigans which were a matter of great 
surprise & consternation to Walter , but unfortunately quite 
familiar to me, a purchase price up into four figures and 
a little over ten times what had originally been marked on 
the holder was agreed upon and the S-39, now properly 
attributed, was directed into those channels of commerce 
more familiar to the Large Cent collecting fraternity.
